Depositions Postponed Until Next 
Friday Morning. 


Proceedings in Judge Jones’ Office—The 
Witnesses Summoned. 


The cause celebre of John Amweg against 
Will Haseltine and Fred. Paramore, asking 


came up this morning in Judge Jones?’ office 
in the Insurance Building,on Olive and Fifth. 
The turn-out was not particularly good, con- 
sisting chiefiy oflawyers and newspaper men, 
a notary anda stenographer. Society was 
only represented by Mr. Charley 
Switzer, who came in but for a 
moment or two, sat onthe edge ofa chair 
and beamed on the crowd and then left, see- 
ing that nothing would probably be done.

PROF. KING’S HOBBY. 


The Balloonist’s New Air Ship and His 
Grand Aerial Voyage. 
From the I’hilade!piiia Times. 

“Positively no admittance. Go tothe rear 

door.” This was the placard at the entrance 
ofa wayside building out at Haverford road 
and Seventy-sixth street. There was nothing 
about the building that suggested any cause 
for mystery. It was a lony, low, white- 
washed, factory-like structure, buift on the 
edze of a wooded stream, its one side brush- 
ing the clay bank of dustv Haverford road 
where it disappears from the city line, on its 
Way outonthe farthest verze of Hadding- 
ton. 
A reporter of the Tiines, in the act of enter- 
‘ing the only door visible in the old white- 
washed structure,saw the above placard and 
stopped, looked about a moment for the “rear 
entrance,’’ failed to discover it and resolved 
boldly forward to the forbidden door, 
which was slightly ajar. 

The reporter clutched the door and pulled 
it toward him, when all of asudden if resist- 
ed and looking down he saw a pair of mild, 
protesting eyes and red-bearded face raised 
toward him, the owner of which Was syuatted 
in front of alarge iron pot, in which he had 
been in the act of stirring some black, sticky, 
compound which emittedthe powerful but 
unmistakable odor of India rubber. 

“Professor king,’’ said the reporter in the 
wlad voice of recognition,before the Professor 
had time to file a single word of protest of the 
violation of the precept of the placard. The 
suspicious questioning expression went out 
of the Professor’s face, andinstead there was 
the light of recognition and welcome. 

**How do yon do?’ said the Professor cor- 
dialiv, getting up. ‘*‘Come in.” 

Foimalities over, the Professor was rentind- 
edof his promise of several months avo to 
have completed about this time a mammoth 
balloon with which to demonstrate the theory 
ihat the atmosphere is governed by a constant 
movement from the westwardtothe east- 


ward, and haviny once established this, show 


conclusively that an aeronaut may cross the 
Atlantic Ocern in a balloon, provided it is 
large cnough and is made of the right cloth to 
resist leakage of vas. 

“Pid you come from my other place?’ 
asked the Professor, resuming his stirring of 
the black mixture, Which proved to be rub- 
ber cement in the process of manufacture, or 
in other words, ladies’ wvossamer cloth in its 
incipient stace. ' 

*No,’’ said the newsnmn. 
you had another place.’’ 

“This is my factory,” saidthe Professor, 
*‘where | make my rubber cloth, gossa.ner 
and other material, but my workshop is over 
at Fifty-second street and Lincaster avenue. 
There’s where I’m making my new balloon. 
I’m going over there myself in a few minutes, 
and ifyou don’t mind a walk we can talk 
while we co over.”’ 

The reporterdid not mind the walk, The 
Professor, stirring the mixture until it be- 
came thick and@ pitchy, then took out his 
stick, and calling « workman told him to 
bring the pot and its contents to the other 
shop when he came, and forthwith started 
out. It would take a book to contain all the 
Professor said about his coming experiments 
and what he expected to demon- 
strate. The first thing to be done is to 
ascertain as a fact wWhetber the atmosphere as 
u Whole does move from the westward to the 
eastward. This is to be done by a series of 
voyaves in the “Great Northwest.” which the 
Professor in about three weeks will inaucu- 
rate. If this is established the next step wil! 
be to find what sort of a balloon will be nec- 
essary to cross the Atlanticin. The balloon 
which the aeronaut is now buildingjand which 
he expects to complete this week is different 
_— any other balloon ever built in Amer- 

ca. 

“You saw that gossamer cloth at my fac- 
tory,’’ said the Professor, as with bis visitor 
he walked alony. ‘‘Well, lL take two thick- 
nesses of that cloth, either of which is imper- 
meabie to gas,and 1 cement them together 
face toface. There 1 have double thickness 
of doubly impermeable matcrial, and out of 
this 1 am making my balloon.” 

At Park Ilall, second story, where the bal- 
loon sailor has his workshop,a busy scene 
Was presented. The great, long hall was lit- 
tered with pieces of gossamer canvas: — six 
sewing women sat before six sewing ma- 
chines stitching the pieces together: — six 
workmen with pots of India rubber cement 
nad brushes were at work stretching out long 
sections ofthe balloon on the floor and ce- 
menting the seams us fast as they were sewed 
together. Coat after coat is given to each 
seam soas toinsure them svainst the poss- 
bility of leaking. The long sides of the bal- 
loon, stretched oul. onthe tloor, eave one a 
Vast idea of its proportions when completed. 

**The balloon, said the Vrofessor, **will be 
% feet long and 1!” feet in circumference, and 
Willhave acapavcity for 100,000 feet of vas. 
The material out of which it will be made is 
almost the same kind that was used in the 
great Paris bailoon which served for captive 
ascensions duringthe VParis Exposition in 
i878. That was the largest balleon ever made, 
having acapacity for 850,000 feet of gas. 
There isnot the least doubt in my mind 
whatever but that balloon would have enabied 
a person to safely cross the ocean, provided 
this easterly tendency ofthe atmospaere is a 
fact.” 

The main difference between Prof. King’s 
balloon and the Paris balloon—size out of the 
qjuestion—is that the former’s balloon 
willbe much lighter proportionately than 
was the latter. ‘The builder of the Paris bal- 
loon used foul or five sizes of rubber mate- 
rialcewented together, while I’rof. King uses 
buttwo. He expects great things of this air- 
Ship. If itcan be proven that this easterly 
movement ofthe body of the atmosphere ex- 
ists, then it will be clearto him that with the 
right sort of a balloon one may cross the At- 
lantic. He will likely then organize a 
stock company or _ interest capitalists 
inthe matter one way or another, and con- 
struct an immense balloon, replete in every 
detail, for the perilous undertaking in which 
he expects to fivure. Ue does not believe 
balloons will ever be useful for purposes of 

conveyance. That, he thinks, is not their 
legitimate sphere. The future of the balloon, 
he thinks, lies in its use in solving meteorolo- 
»xical problems which cannot be reached by 
any other means, All talk of using them for 
conveyances he believes is foolishness. 

Professor King’s inaugural voyage will be 
made from Minneapolis, Minnesota, during 
the progress of a great fair there on the 7th 
of September. Already all the arrangements 
bave n made and the managers of the fair 
have advertised the thing widely. He has 
already sent on his carand netting and ex- 

8 to follow in two weeks. The voyage is 
ound to make a sensation in the West, as 
representatives of leading newspapers from 
allover the country have applied for per- 
mission tosccompany bim. A present, how-

TUE ENERGETIC PERIOD. 


More Health and Longer Life Required 
for Matured Age. 
Froin the London Spectator. 


The old suffer to-day. Not only is there in 
many communities a decline of respect for 
old ace, a dislike of the slight self-sacrifice 
involved in patience with weakuess, und siow- 
ness, and deafness, and feebleness cenerally, 
but the old are placed at an unavoidable dis- 
advantage. They lose more by abiding in the 
chimney corner, more enjoyment, more— vivid 
societv, more of the excitement derivable 
from change. Time was when we all lived, 
so to speak, in tbe chimney corner, 
and now~it is oniy the old. No one now 
abides within bowshot of bis birthplace. The 
old see the change more or less, and suffer; 
and if science does, as is alleged, give them a 
compensation in improved health and seren- 
itv, even if it be in’ part unconscious, sci- 
ence does good work. We fancy it does it in 
some degree—though science has accom- 
plisbed so little, either for the deaf or blear- 
) eyed—for it has done much for the rheumatic, 
much for the feeble digestions, and much, 
very much, for that tendency to a kind of 
ague which, half a century since, 
was £0 nearly a universal misfortune 
among the old; but the facts are not 
very clear. The invigoration ofthe old re- 
lieves most the surn of human suffering, but 
for the benefit of the world at large it is, we 
suspect, in mattire age that more health and 
longer time are required. Thereis plenty of 
‘outhful energy inthe world. Men are dash- 
ing over earth as they never did before, and 
for every enterprise, whether of danger or of 
protit, volunteers are only too many—as many 
alinost asconscripts. It is in wisdom, not 
energy, that the supply fails, andit is from 
ithe better health of she experienced, which 
would imply energy longer continued into 
the time when experience ripens, that the 
world has most to hope. If the period of life 
between forty-five ail sixty could be stretched 
gy Mee the world would gain indefinite- 
ly, for its guides, the statesmen and the think- 
ers, would have time to utilize their knowl- 
ecdige in active effort. Asitis, after sixty all 
but a select few die or despair, or recede, and 
the belm passes away to new hands, control- 
led by minds which just as they become rich 
lose their enerzy or their hope, and the half 
of experience is wasted, while the remainder 
is applied under a feeling of all others most 
fatal to szood work—that there is no time re- 
maining. If science could but make seventy 
instead of sixty the end of the energetic pe- 
riod, it would accomplish far more for man- 
kind than it ever will by doubling their num- 
bers, or increasing the rate of growth, as it 
would be increased, for example, if the mor- 
tality of children under five could be reduced 
one-half,

Something Further About Jennie Cra- 
mer and the Malieys. 
New Haven Letter to New York Times. 
The pe pec aap of Walter and James has 
been variously misstated. Walteris the son 
of Edward Malley, who isthe owner of the 


great dry goods establishment of this city, - 


and who is reputed to be worth over $500,000. 
Walter basa bank account of consilerable 
magnitude in his own name, baving inherited 
a large sum from his mother, who died about 
three vears ago. He has beenin the employ 
of his father, nominally as manager of the 
store. He owns tro:ting horses, and in com- 
parison with James, -whose name is now 
closely and shamefully associated with that of 
Jennie Cramer, is as a Wm.

GUITEAU IN JAIL. 


His Comforting Thoughts—Enterpris- 
ing Publishers. 
Washing!on Correspondence Boston Herald. 


Guiteau continues to flourish, albeit be- 
bind the bars. He sees no one save the prison 
ofticials, of co rse. He dislikes very much 
the heat which we have experienced this 
week, butis favorably disposed toward all 
else with which he hastodo. He lives the 
monotonous routine of the jail with as much 
equanimity and apparent cheerfulness and 
satisfaction as could be expected un- 
der tbe circumstances. He is sustained 
by two or three practical thoughts, as 
well as by any number of fine-spun fancies. 
One of the formeris thatthe President will 
cet well, andthat hence nothing very disa- 
greeable can happen to him asa result of his 
having obeyed the voice which urged him to 
shoot the President. Another comforting 
thought is that his autobiography will be 
publisbed in some form, and tbat his life and 
character, and especially all the circumstan- 
ces surrounding his ‘“‘attempted removal’’ 
(as he terms it) of the President, will be cor- 
rectly placed before the public. CGuiteau 
does not know that his autobiography will 
probably never see the light of day. He would 
shed tears if he knewit. Heis very anxious 
that it should be correct and well 
written, and that it should be put before the 
couotry in an attractive sbape. He went so 
far as to plan its arrangement for publication 
and select its illustrations. He wanted it 
printed in one volume, and his theological es- 
says printed as volume two of the *‘Life and 
Writings of Charles Guiteau,’’ the whole to 
be preceded with a preface giving a sketch of 
his crime and its results, and a synopsis of 
his philosophical and theological views. He 
wanted the book illustrated with a photo- 
graph and autograph of himself, a 
yhotograph and autograph of Col. Cork- 
ill, and a photograph of the exterior 
and interior of the juil. He thought there 
would be no difliculty in having it published, 
and predicted for itan immense sale. Itis 
needless to savy that his hopes will not be 
realized. He wasright in his surmise that 
publishers could be found without difticulty. 
Ilalf-a dozen second-rate publishers have for- 
warded tothe Assistant District Attorney, 
who took down from dictation Guiteau’s 
strange story, letters begging for the privi- 
lege of exclusively publishing the work re- 
ferredto ana offering liberal terms. One 
man, predicting a minimum circulation of 
250,000 for it, offered a handsome sum as 
carnest and twenty-five percent of the gross 
returns. Ofcourse, all these offers were de- 
clined without thanks. There are parts of 
the autobiography which wiv never be pub- 
lished, and other parts which will 
be given tothe press when the proper time 
comes. One oftbe sections which would be 
suppressed, shouldit be published, would be 
that referring to his marital! infelicity, which 
reflects on his wife, and another would be 
that containing a spicy rehash of many sean- 
dal rumors current in Washington about men 
in public life. There are from 75,000 to 100,- 
0CO words in thegiutobiography proper. The 
prosecuting attorneys have been severely 
criticised for preparing it. Thev have been 
accused of unfairness in so dealing with 
Guiteau asto worm out of him confidences 
to be used to his disadvantaye at his trial. 
Nothing more than an outline abstract of this 
will be shown.

How He Manages the Herald—His Al- 
leged Income. 
Newport Letter to Chicage Times. 

It isa great mistake to suppose that Mr. 
Bennett has no active share in the manage- 
ment of the Herald, simply because he spends 
almost all of histime away from New York. 
I doubt whether there is a newspaper pro- 
prietor or editor in chief in the country who 
keeps so close a watch of his journal’s affairs 
as Mr. Bennett does. He isin constant re- 
ceipt of telegrams from the home office, and 
directs all the important moves which the 

aper takes. He gets up very early indeed 

oramanof convivial habits and devotes a 
Jarge part of the day to the Herald’s business. 
Messengers are continually runuing back aud 
forth between this house and the telegraph 
office. It requires a horse and wagon to 
bring up his daily mail from the Post-ofllice. 
Every day at the Herald office there is a con- 
sultation of editors, and at that consultation 
some word is received from Mr. sennett by 
telegraph, whether he is in Newport,in Paris, 
in-Pau, orin Africa. Every night before he 
goes to bed he knows whatthe tone of the 
Herald’s editorial comments will. be in the 
morning. He hasa private, secretary con- 
stantly with him, who frequently 
writes editorials at his dictation, or in obe- 
dience to bis suggestion, and telegraphs 
them to the Herald. Every day, moreover, a 
copy of the Herald is sent to Mr. Bennett, 
which has the name of the writer of every 
article inthe paper, from leading editorials 
down to the smallest two-line news para- 
craph, Written across 1t with a blue pencil. 
He knows who every man at work in the Her- 
ald ofltice is, and just what he does, and he 
is quick to recognize good work. His quick 
reproof follows any negligence or bad work, 
but that he is not a hard taskmaster is shown 
by the fact that most of his men have beena 
long time in his service. The Herald often 
bears the impress of Mr. Bennett’s idiosyn- 
crasies, but no one can deny that onthe 
whole the concern is very successfully man- 
aged. Its income has greatly increased since 
the elder Mr. Bennett died, whether its in- 
fluence has been extended or not. The rev- 
enue is the criterion of success in newspaper 


management after all. 


It is another mistake to suppose that Mr. 
Bennett squander’s his money. Though his 
income is already somewhere between $75),- 
000 and $800,000 per year he is regularly in- 
creasing it. His investmentin the Newport 
Casino is an instance of his management. He 
advanced $100,000 on this property, doing at 
the same time an act which the people praised 
him for, since it made the construction of this 
wonderful pleasure resort possible,*and one 
which also paid him well, since he gets six 
per cent interest on the money and has it well 
secured. Although he has immense estab- 
lishments at London, Paris and Pau, as well 
as at Newport, and maintains each regardless 
of expense, he does not spend all hisjincome, 
His condition, then, according to Mr. Micaw- 
ber, must be happy.

Forced Marches.

In 1757 Frederic the Great marched about 
100 miles in twenty days;and again, after 
ltossbach, alittle greater distance in tifteen 
days, but lost 300 men through exhaustion. 
In 1760 with 40,000 men and 1,000 wagons he 
accomplished about 80 miles in five days. The 
same vear the Austrian Gen. Lasey, with 15,-

Prince Eugene of Wurtemberg, to relieve Ber- 
lin, made a forced march on the 4th of Octo- 
ber, 1760, of 56 miles in one day. ‘This latter

with the Army of the Potomac that Birney’s 
first (Red Diamond) division of the 
third corps had won for themselves the nick- 
name of *“*Birney’s Foot Cavalry,’ and this 
title Was subsequently applied to the second 
corps after the third corps was combined with 
it.

CITIZEN HARTMANN. 

Our patriotic und reformatory friend, LEO 
HARTMANN, professional Nihilist and blow- 
er-up of imperial trains, is back in New York 
making arrangements to become a perma- 
nent American citizen. While we have not 


into the fold of the Republic, we really think 
that the true field for his talents is Russia. 
The great work of reform over there has but 
been fairly inaugurated, and men like Hart- 
MANN aré as essential now as Was CAMILLE 
DESMOULINS 10 the populace of Paris 
when the barricades were built in 1792. Itis 
‘possible that he has made himself too con- 
spicuous to be of service now, for this is the 
period when tyranny in Russia must be met 
by conspiracy, and a conspirator who is no- 
torious is of no earthly account. There is no 
doubt about HARTMANN’s connection with 
the Moscow mine in 1879. He hus confessed 
it, and if he could be transferred to Russian 
soil he would be promptly treated to a stout 
rope and a short shrift. Heasserts, upon the 
authority of the Governor of Moscow, that 
nobody was killed by his attempt upon the 
Czar, but his life 1s forfeited all the same. 
An attempt upon the existence of the Czar is 
punishable by death, and a verbal insult to 
any member of the royal family is a capital 
offense. It may quiet some of the idiots con- 
nected with American newspapers, however, 
to know that HARTMANN is not the bloody 
murderer that they have supposed him to be. 
He is simply a political offender. There is no 
extradition treaty with Russia, and he cannot 
befdelivered over to that Government on re- 
quest. If the officious knaves at Washington, 
who arein love with the Russian system of 
government, attempt toturn him over to the 
Siberian bloodhounds, there ought to be 
enough friends of liberty in this tand to resist 
ri et armis. This great Republic, which has 
undertaken to teach the clorious doctrine of 
liberty and human equality, has witnessed 
with folded arms the massacre of thousands 
of patriots in Cuba, struggling against a des- 
potism more galling than actual slavery, 
and with this shame still resting upon 
us we certainly ought to hesitate before 
we deny refuge to men who are inspired 
with the magnificent idea that “‘resistance to 
tyranny is obedience to God.” The Czar 
of Russia is a despot and a despot is per se 
“an outlaw. He rules by no right save that 
which he claims to have from heaven. His 
right issimple might. He derives no power 
from the consent of the governed, and 
when he takes a life—as he does every day in 
support of his bloody throne-—he is simply a 
vile murderer. To plot against the life of 
such a creature is not, in our estimation, the 
worst thing that a gentleman can engage in. 
Mr. O’DONOVAN Rossais permitted to col- 
lect in this country a “Skirmishing Fund” to 
be employed in carrying on a war of harass- 
ment against Great Britain, and up to this 
time no question of international comity 
has been raised. The Nihilists of Russia 
stand in far greater need of funds to carry on 
their war for enfranchisement and liberty 
and it is our sincere hope that they may be 
wellsupplied. If Mr. HARTMANN can estab- 
lish his genuineness he can draw on us for a 
reasonable sum.

The courts are 
asked to compensate her for the time she has 
lost in attending ice-cream festivals,. in bug- 
gy-riding andin making up her face to please 
the voung man. Her lacerated feelings also 
came in for a pecuniary panacea. When it 
can be shown that a young lady is in demand 
and that she has lost offers of marriage on 
occount of the constant attentions of one par- 
ticular individual, then she may be entitled 
to recover, buteven this comes under the 
head of consequential damages, and the Ge- 
neva Arbitrators settled long ago that such 
claims could never be recognized.

Hereditary legislators, who hold their po- 
‘sitions because their grandmothers were 
courtesans .or their grandfathers skillful 
panderers, are at last losing their grasp of 
power. Of course they have wealth yet, and 
they own the land, but it is only a question of 
time how soon these two will be wrested 
from them, not by violence but by right. 
Jt for only one-half a century England’s 
aristocracy were not protected by special 
laws of entail and primogeniture, if the 
weak-minded noble had to compete on equal 
ground with the sturdy-brained commoner, 
one bundred and four landlords would no 
longer own a hundred thousand acres of land 
apiece. This time is surely coming. The 
English people are conservative and slow; the 
kingdom bas been a veiled Republic for more 
thana century; the public purse has been 
paying millions of pounds yearly for the cum- 
bersome, unnatural and useless machinery of 
feuda lism, and sooner or later they will stop 
the extravagance. The surrender of the Land 
Bill question is the boom of the passing beil 
ringing out the crown and its furniture.

have been allowed to stay onthecar. But on 
they zotand on they stayed, and the conse- 
quence was that the car was so erowded that 
those citizens who live out on the line of the 
extension hadto hang onto the rear plat- 
form or waitfor about an hour for the next 
car. Those who did manage to secure foot- 
room had, of course, to endure the not very 
pleasant odors, profanity and vulgarity of 
those ‘‘brethren and sisters in bDilack.’* 

Again on the 15th inst. another crowd of 
the same hue and descent held a ‘‘frolic’’ at 
the saine place, and inany of them staid there 
all night, so that the next morning several 
white citizens living in that region were un- 
uble to obtain standing-room on the tirst two 
tars, and had te either ask the privilege of 
riding in private Penge pe walk in, or 
wait till the third car, whieh was not quite so 
much crowded. 

Now while I very seldom make myself heard 
through the newspapers, and would not make 
nnnecessary complaints, yet it does scem to 
Ine that the Citizens’ Railway Company should 
try and regulate the running of their extension 
cars so as to accommodate those who are their 
regular patrons; and in such cases as the 
above named orwhén they convey an extra 
number of people out to the suburbs, they 
might sO arrange as to provide extra cars for 
their return to the city—that is,if they wish the 
decent and respectable portion of the com- 
mubity to continue to give them their patron- 
age. ‘*WEST ENDER,.’’

The Call Issued Tc-Day by the 
Executive Committee. 


Organization and Officers of the Com- 
mittee. 


At the meeting of the Executive Committee 
of the River Convention to-day Michael Mc- 
Ennis was elected chairman, and Frank 
Gaiennie secretary and George L. Wright 


assistant secretary. , 

The following cali will be printed at once 
and circulated throughout the Mississippi 
Valley: . 

The 26th of October, ISSi,is the day tixed 
+78 the convention to be held at St. Louis, 

Oo, 

Itis the paramount duty ofthe oflicials of 
the various States and ‘Territories, the 
mavors and boards of trade of the various 
cities situated onthe Mississippi and its tri- 
butaries, to do all in their power to make this 
convention a success. The members of each 
House of Congress and the 
Governor of every State of the 
Union will be invited to meet and consider 
witb the delegates from the States, cities and 
Boards of Trade the interests to be benetited 
thereby, and of the needed improvements 
such interests have a right to 
demand. It may not be inappropriate to 
state that, while the National Government 
has given to the various railroads up to 
the vear 1878 naarly 200,000,000 acres of the 
public domain, worth at least $1 2) per acre, 
and to some it loanedits credit besides, for 
anticipated benefit to the people, 
during this time the Mississippi 
River and its tributariesJhave had appropri- 
ated for their improvement not quite twenty 
millions dollars. To form an _ idea of 
tbe great benetit to be derived 
and the importance of improving this Missis- 
sippi River system of water-ways, it need but 
be said that the navigable lenzth of 
these rivers is over 14,000 mites. 
Eichteen States and three Territories are 
drained and afforded inland transportation 
by them. Itis the part of wisdom to provide 
different means of transportation when it 
can be done, so that the failure of one will 
jieave us still another. Each will tend to pro- 
duce an equilibrium of rates. Producers 
and consumers can derive the benetit of a 
healthy competition anda choice of routes. 
It is of the utmost importance that each 
State, Territory, city and Board of Trade 
should be represented by able gentlemen who 
not only understand the great interest in- 
volved, but who have the faculty to make 
known the nature of the needed 
river improvement to meet the requirements 
of commerce, to press upon Congress its ur- 
gent importance, sothat they will feel ita 
pleasure and a duty to work and _ to 
vote forthe necessary appropriations toim- 
prove these rivers. ‘The area of these creat 
valleys aggregates about two million syjuare 
miles of the most productive lands in the 
world. The annual produce of these lands is of 
the value of hundreds’ of millions of 
doliars and in the future will be 
illimitable. The production, of these States 
and ‘Territories amounts to i‘) per 
cent of the corn, 73 per cent of the 
wheat, 83 per cent of the oats, 64 per cent of 
the tobacco, 77 percont of the cotton and 66 
per cent of the live stock of this whole coun- 
trv.

A. JUDGE’S SPECULATION. 
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Erastus Wells and Erastus Parker 
Sued on a Mining Centract.
